g The first rafting tide in eighteen ■ 
months came in this month,Sma 
four rafts from this county were 
started from Ronceverte. The wa¬ 
ter ' was hardly sufficient, but the 
dam was what prevented them, 
from going through. The rafts¬ 
men ell agree that a raft will nev¬ 
er be run pn the river until very 
material changes are made fn the 
dam. ‘ 

The first raft belonged to Law¬ 
yer Gjlmor, of Lewisburg. They 
drifted tfown the sluggish eddy to¬ 
wards the chute. J.uat as the suck 
•of the water caught the raft, the 
crew-launched a row-boat, and the 
raft wynt ovec t»he dam, nrtd tilted 
up until it drove one end into the 
bottom of the river. In a monigflt 
the planks formed a pile of float- 
debris. The raft was comfxwed pf 
walnut lumber and the loss is ’con¬ 
siderable. Two other rafts were 
stopped by the Company, ^nd an¬ 
other did not get sp far down the 
river. 

The reason that the chute did 
not serve ap n passage way is that 
the force of the water has thrown’ 
up a great heap of stoned forming 
a sort of island; njjd immediately 
below the chute thj£water Is, in a 
continual swirl; The rapid pas- 
1 sage: of a raft through the chdle 
when the gates are iup’ ▼oolif 
cawfe it to dive and break itwlf,to 
pieces. A ♦going through 
stands upright in the water and 
then arohnd some time be-, 
fore it escapef p-om the whirlpool.
